THE NEW EDUCATIONAL LITERATURE. 


THE extensive list of books supplementary to 
the ordinary text-books which we present herewith 
has a double significance in respect to what is 
often, and quite rightly, called the new education. 
The old education was too often a rote-knowledge 
of regulation books, in which the teacher had only 
to keep a lesson or so ahead of the pupil, in which 
the pupil had only the perfunctory interest of 
duty done. The new education demands more 
on both sides; a teacher interesting because 
equipped ; a pupil interested because delighted 
with the variety and charm of knowledge well 
presented. 

A new educational literature has developed 
within the past generation to supply this new de- 
mand. Text-books are admirable alike for their 
wise presentation of well-worked knowledge and 
their artistic excellence. The wisest scientist, 
the most skilled artist, are none too good for the 
service of the smallest child. The best for the 
least—that is the end at which school-book pub- 
lishers in these days must aim. 

Outside this admirable body of text-books, ed- 
ucational literature has made equally notable 
progress in two directions. Teachers must be 
taught. They must master education asa science, 
and avail themselves of the experience of other 
educators in applying education as an art. 
The thousands of teachers who have not enjoyed 
the training of Normal Schools must find a substi- 
tute in “‘the university of books.” The Normal 
graduate must keep up with the times. Hence 
the wealth of teachers’ aids which we catalogue in 
this issue. The modern teacher must study his 
profession—he must know how the child’s mind 
opens and develops, what is the relation of one 
study to another, what method is best in this 
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study and what in that. He must himself be the 
most studious of students. Only thus can he ful- 
fil his duty to his class, as the new education 
defines his duty. 

On the other side, the pupil must be led out 
from the school-room into the world of knowl- 
edge—by something beyond the text-books. The 
most notable example of the means is seen in the 
great variety and wealth of books offered distinct- 
ively for “supplementary reading.” Under the 
guidance of a wise teacher, these become an open 
door to literature, history, science, and thus the 
school-room opens into the public library. 

It is an embarrassment of riches which offers 
itself in both directions in the titles of THE 
TEACHERS’ CATALOGUE. But it is worth a great 
deal of trouble to get the right thing, and the 
right book saves all the time and trouble spent in 
getting it. We trust, therefore, that this cata- 
logue itself will be a teacher’s aid of a very useful 
sort. 





THE METHODIST BOOK CONCERN. 


AT the session of the Book Committee of the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, which was held in this city, February 13, 
the Rev. Dr. Homer Eaton, who was elected 
Book Agent to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of John M. Phillips, was warmly welcomed in an 
address by Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, and he met with 
a cordial reception by the Bishops and members 
present. 

Dr. Homer Eaton, we learn from the ChAris- 
tian Advocate, is fifty-four years of age, the son 
of the late Rev. Bennett Eaton, of the Troy Con- 
ference, descended from good old Vermont stock, 
being a relative of the justly celebrated Governor 
Eaton of that State. He pursued his preparatory 
studies at the academy in Bakersfield, Vt., and 
afterward attended the Biblical Institute at Con- 
cord, N. H. The Syracuse University conferred 
on him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1878. 
He has filled many important charges in the 
Troy Conference, having served two terms as 
Presiding Elder, and is just closing his third year 
in the church at Burlington, Vt., and had been 
invited to return for the fourth year when chosen 
to his new field. He was elected delegate to the 
General Conference of 1872, also in 1880, 1884, 
and 1888. The General Conference of 1872 ap- 
pointed him one of the fraternal delegates to the 
General Conference of the Methodist Church in 
Canada, and in 1881 he was a delegate to the 
Ecumenical Conference, held in London. For 
eight years he was a member of the Book Com- 
mittee, and its chairman for four years, and at 
the present time he is a member of the Building 
Committee, having in charge the erection of the 
new Methodist Book Concern structure on Fifth 
Avenue. 

The long-continued relations of Dr. Eaton 
with the Book Concern have afforded him oppor- 
tunity to become somewhat familiar with the 
line of work to which his new position will in- 
troduce him. Having had some experience in 
business affairs in early manhood, he will bring 
to the office qualifications which warrant the hope 
of eminent success. Dr. Eaton, we have no 
doubt, will prove a worthy successor to the noble 
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man whom all delighted to honor. The firm- 
name of the New York house will hereafter be 
Hunt & Eaton. 

Ex-Gov. Lounsbury, of Connecticut, reported 
that the book depositories of the church were in 
a vety satisfactory condition, and Dr. Whitlock, 
of Ohio, submitted the draft of an address of the 
Book Committee to the Annual Conference. 

It was reported that the aggregate sales of 
books by the concern for the past year amounted 
to nearly $1,100,000, and the net gain for the 
past fiscal year was $221,975.65. The circulation 
of the New York Christian Advocate was 145,000, 
of the Sunday-School Advocate 322,000, of the 
Sunday-School Journal 170,000, and of the Berean 
Seal, 1,400,000 

This is the centennial year of the Methodist 
printing business founded by Bishop Coke, and 
the committee recommended that the event be 
appropriately celebrated by the various Annual- 
Conferences and congregations. 


EMBROIDERED BOOK COVERS. 
From the Mail and Express. 

Book embroidery is a fad which may attain 
the dimensions of a mania. There were days 
when it had the dignity of an art, and missals of 
the seventeenth century, volumes once belonging 
to queens and to monasteries and preserved in 
the collections of connoisseurs or unearthed by 
the antiquarian, form the models on which the 
new embroidery of books is based. A young 
girl who admires Whittier is embroidering a 
cover for a copy of his poems which she hopes 
may be accepted by the Quaker singer in his 
hoar but kindly age. A thick-piled green velvet 
is the material, and the design is a monogram of 
the poet’s initials in gold and silver threads, with 
a conventional border. Anamateur photographer 
has filled a portfolio with fine large prints of 
Hudson River and Catskill scenery. His pretty 
sister, who figures as ‘‘ human interest” in 
many of the pictures, has designed for the vol- 
ume which is to contain them a cover of soft 
drab velvet, against which background she has 
embroidered the old bridge in Sleepy Hollow 
with the headless horseman hard on the heels of 
Ichabod Crane, a fitting reminder of the legends 
of the Western Rhine. A dainty prayer-book 


belonging to a devotional little maid is cased in 
black velvet, adorned with lily sprays. Some 
one sent Mrs. Langtry a superb volume of his- 
torical costumes finely illustrated. This Mrs. 
Langtry has had bound in a cover of pale green- 
ish-blue silk, over which wanders a design of 
golden dragons, winged and with wonderfully 
wreathed tails, which assault each other fero- 
ciously with teeth and claws. Book embroidery 
is not a difficult art if the artist adopts conven- 
tionalized designs for small covers, and subjects 
which can be treated in mass without fine detail 
for all work. It is not worth undertaking except 
for volumes of permanent value, but as applied 
to well-chosen books it is likely to prove a prof- 
itable field for the needle-women who enter the 
market while it is a novelty.

PHILIP JAMES BAILEY has been preparing a new 
edition of his ‘‘ Festus,” with additions, for the 
jubilee edition. May 1 is the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of its publication. The author was only 
twenty-three years of age when it appeared, and 
was hailed as a poetic genius of the first order. 
The book had an enormous sale for a time, espe- 
cially in this country, but it and its author have 
been nearly forgotten by the present generation 
of readers. 

Mr. SAMUEL C. EASTMAN, of Concord, N. H., 
while spending the summer in Denmark trans- 
lated under the author’s encouragement and su- 
pervision Dr. George Brandes’ “Impressions of 
Russia.” Dr. Brandes was invited to deliver a 
course of lectures in French before the Literary 
Clubs of St. Petersburg and Moscow, and while 
there he was given remarkable facilities for 
studying the people and institutions of the coun- 
try. His views are extremely lively and enter- 
taining and his frankness of criticism is so pro- 
nounced that the book was placed on the black 
list by the Censor. The chapters on Russian lit- 
erature are fresh and full of information, and the 
work is a decided addition to our knowledge of an 
extraordinary country. Mr. Eastman’s trans- 


lation will be shortly published by T. Y. Crowell 
& Co, 


RICHARD HENRY STODDARD, the poet, critic, 
and editor, has been almost totally blind for the 
past three months. Since last June he has been 
afflicted with cataract on botheyes. Last month 
he went to the Manhattan Eye and Ear Hospital 
and Dr. Daniel B. St. John Roosa removed one 
of the cataracts, and the operation was attended 
with so much success that the chances are in favor 
of Mr. Stoddard’s sight being at least partially 
restored. He is still at the hospital under treat- 
ment, and will probably have to remain in a dark- 
ened room for two weeks. Later on another 
operation will be performed to remove the other 
cataract. Mrs. Stoddard, we are glad to learn, has 
received encouraging reports as to her husband’s 
condition. During the three months in which 
he was not able to leave the house he never 
relaxed his literary work. He dictated poems 
and prose while lying on his bed with a heavy 
shade over his eyes. His reminiscences of Poe 
and of Hawthorne, recently published in Zippin- 
cott’s, as well as letters in the /ndependent and 
editorials, were so written. 


THE portrait of Miss Olive Schreiner, the au- 
thor of “ The Story of an African Farm,” in the 
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February number of the Book Buyer, is the first 
that has been printed. Miss Schreiner contrib- 
utes some interesting autobiographical notes 
which we reprint: ‘‘My father was a German 
born in Wiirtemberg. He studied at Basel, and 
went to South Africa as a missionary. My 
mother is English, the daughter of a Presbyterian 
minister, and for generations my ancestors have 


been strict Puritans. I was born in the heart of 
South Africa, on a solitary mission station. I 
was many years old before I saw a town. My 
father died many years ago. My mother has be- 
come a Roman Catholic and is living in a convent 
in South Africa. I came to England for the first 
time seven years ago, and then published the 
‘African Farm,’ which I had written in Africa. 
The first English edition was pubiished in 1882. 
I have made storiesever since I could remember ; 
long before I could write I used to scribble on 
sheets of paper, imagining that I was writing 
them. I began ‘An African Farm’ when I was 
almost a child, but left it for some years before | 
finished it.”
